T STATE PROPLETY TAX REPEALED.
—The followinz bill passed the Legislature on
Wednesday, and is now a law;—

Section 1 provides that irom and alter thcgu&-
gage of thig act, it shall be the duty o1 the cashier
ol every bauk in this Commonwealth, whether
incorporated vnder the laws ol this State or of
the Unpited Stater, to collect, annually, from
every atockholder of smd bank & tax of one per
centum upon the par value of the stock held by
said stockholder, and to pay the same into the
H.ate treasury on or belore the first day of July
in ewrﬂ year hereafter, commencing on the first
day of July next, )

éeclionz That in addition to the taxes now
rovided tor by law, every rallroad, canal, and
frunupor!aliou compuny incorporated under the
law of this Commonwealth, and not linble to the
tax upon income under existing laws, shall pay
to the Commonwealth a tax ol threefourths of
one per centum upon the t:mss‘ roceipts ol sald
compuny; the said iax shall be rmd seml-annu-
ally, upon the first days of July and January,
commencing on the first day of July next.

Section 4 provides that (rom and after the pas-
sage ol this act, the real estate o this Commou-
wealth shall be exempt fraom taxation for Btate

urposes: Hrovided, That this section shall not

e consiraed to relleve the said resl estate trom
tbe payment ol any taxes due the Common-
wealth nt the date of the passunge ot this act,
